that it is true that relief clients get a better grade of fruit 
than most wage earners can buy on the market. He went 
on to explain that the is that wholesalers 
will not buy this high grade fruit, because they cannot sell 
it to retailers, because said retailers cannot sell it at the 
price they must have for this grade. 

‘“A local grocer tells us that this is not true, that he al- 
ways asks for the best quality fruit. At any rate doesn’t 
it seem to be somewhat of a paradox that citrus producers 
would rather withhold high grade fruit and sell it at a low 
price to the government, than to reduce the price to the 
wholesaler and in turn to the retailer and the consumer, 
who have in reality made their business? Just another 
one of those unexplainable things.”
